Douglass  Shand-Tucci 

A  landmark  study  of  the  life  and 
work  of  a  great  American  architect 

Following  in  the  footsteps  of  Boston 
Bohemia,  1881-1900,  Douglass  Shand-Tucci's 
widely  praised  portrait  of  Ralph  Adams 
Cram's  early  years,  this  volume  tells  the 
story  of  Cram's  later  career  as  one  of 
America's  leading  cultural  figures  and 
most  accomplished  architects. 

With  his  partner  Bertram  Goodhue, 
Cram  won  a  number  of  important 
commissions,  beginning  with  the  West 
Point  competition  in  1903.  Although  an 
increasingly  bitter  rivalry  with  Goodhue 
would  lead  to  the  dissolution  of  their 
partnership  in  1912,  Cram  had  already 
begun  to  strike  out  on  his  own.  Super- 
vising architect  at  Princeton,  consulting 
architect  at  Wellesley,  and  head  of  the 
MIT  School  of  Architecture,  he  would 
also  design  most  of  New  York's  Cathedral 
of  St.  John  the  Divine  and  the  campus 
of  Rice  University,  as  well  as  important 
church  and  collegiate  structures  through- 
out the  country.  By  the  1920s  Cram  had 
become  a  household  name,  even  appear- 
ing on  the  cover  of  Time  magazine. 

A  complex  man,  Cram  was  a  leading 
figure  in  what  Shand-Tucci  calls  "a  full- 
fledged  homosexual  monastery"  in 
England,  while  at  the  same  time  married 
to  Elizabeth  Read.  Their  relationship  was 
a  complicated  one,  the  effect  of  which 
on  his  children  and  his  career  is  explored 
fully  in  this  book.  So  too  is  his  work  as  a 
religious  leader  and  social  theorist. 

Shand-Tucci  traces  the  influence, 
on  Cram  of  such  disparate  figures  as 
Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt,  Phillips 
Brooks,  Henry  Adams,  and  Ayn  Rand.

Born  to  a  prominent  Philadelphia  family 
in  1779,  Stephen  Decatur  at  age  twenty- 
five  became  the  youngest  man  ever  to 
serve  as  a  captain  in  the  U.S.  Navy.

The  capital  and  the 
entire  nation  were  shocked  in  1820  when 
Decatur  died  at  the  age  of  forty-one  in  a 
duel  with  a  rival  navy  captain.

Based  on  the  author's  longtime  experi- 
ence as  an  instructor  of  composition, 
this  book  explores  the  "delicate  negotia- 
tion" between  teacher  and  student  that 
determines  success  or  failure  in  writing 
courses.  Dawn  Skorczewski's  focus  is 
on  the  role  of  the  teacher  in  shaping 
this  classroom  dynamic,  particularly 
the  ways  in  which  theoretical  presup- 
positions and  personal  expectations 
influence  the  responses  elicited  from 
students.  Drawing  on  the  insights  of 
psychoanalysis  as  well  as  recent  infant 
research,  Skorczewski  argues  that  the 
teacher  who  recognizes  the  beliefs  she 
brings  to  the  classroom  is  equipped  to 
listen  to  her  students  more  carefully 
than  the  teacher  who  holds  her  beliefs 
so  closely  that  she  can  no  longer  see 
them  as  beliefs. 

To  show  how  these  unconscious 
assumptions  come  into  play  and  to 
explain  their  effects,  Skorczewski  looks 
at  a  series  of  key  "moments"  in  the  life 
of  a  writing  class.  She  examines  what  it 
means  to  enter  a  classroom  and  take 
on  the  role  of  a  teacher;  the  challenge 
of  leading  a  discussion;  the  art  of  design- 
ing effective  writing  assignments;  the 
difficulties  involved  in  evaluating  student 
writing;  the  negotiation  of  issues  of  auth- 
ority; and  the  pros  and  cons  of  self-revel- 
ation. In  each  case  the  author  offers  not 
only  an  analysis  of  the  disruptions  that 
characterize  these  pedagogical  moments 
but  also  practical  advice  for  dealing  with 
them.  Although  informed  by  theory,  the

emphasis  throughout  is  on  real  issues 
faced  by  real  teachers  in  their  writing 
courses.

Indifference  is  a  common,  even  indispens- 
able element  of  human  experience.  But 
it  is  rare  in  poetry,  which  is  traditionally 
defined  by  its  direct  opposition  to  indif- 
ference— by  its  heightened  emotion, 
consciousness,  and  effort.  This  definition 
applies  especially  to  English  poets  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  heirs  to  an  age  that 
predicated  aesthetics  on  moral  sentiment 
or  feeling.  Yet  it  was  in  this  period,  Erik 
Gray  argues,  that  a  concentrated  strain 
of  poetic  indifference  began  to  emerge. 

The  Poetry  of  Indifference  analyzes 
nineteenth-century  works  by  Wordsworth, 
Keats,  Byron,  Tennyson,  Robert  Browning, 
and  Edward  FitzGerald,  among  others — 
works  that  do  not  merely  declare  them- 
selves to  be  indifferent  but  formally  enact 
the  indifference  they  describe.  Each  poem 
consciously  disregards  some  aspect  of 
poetry  that  is  usually  considered  to  be 
crucial  or  definitive,  even  at  the  risk  of 
seeming  "indifferent"  in  the  sense  of 
"mediocre."  Such  gestures  discourage 
critical  attention,  since  the  poetry  of 
indifference  refuses  to  make  claims  for 
itself. 

This  is  particularly  true  of  FitzGerald's 
Rubaiyat,  one  of  the  most  popular  poems 
of  the  nineteenth  century,  but  one  that 
recent  critics  have  almost  entirely  ignored. 
In  concentrating  on  this  undercxplored 
mode  of  poetry,  Gray  not  only  traces  a 
major  shift  in  recent  literary  history,  from 
a  Romantic  poetics  of  sympathy  to  a 
Modernist  poetics  of  alienation,  but  also 
considers  how  this  literature  can  help  us 
understand  the  sometimes  embarrassing 


but  unavoidable  presence  of  indifference 
in  our  lives.

The  poems  in  Rebecca  Black's  first 
volume,  Cottonlandia,  move  through 
myth  and  landscape,  beginning  in  the 
deep  South*s  "shimmer  and  tar"  and 
ending  in  the  "soot  and  orange  dolor" 
of  the  California  desert.  Cottonlandia 
conjures  a  proto-continent  where 
fashionable  golems  pose  for  antique 
photographs  and  nineteenth-century 
naturalists  wander  into  the  melee  of 
the  civil  rights  struggle  in  the  South. 

By  turns  haunting  and  comic.  Black's 
poems  describe  the  archaeology  of  the 
apocalypse.  Countesses  leave  behind 
poisonous  snapshots,  lovers  examine 
their  shapes  in  the  mirror,  and  Seminoles 
return  for  skeletons  arranged  illegally  in 
exhibits,  even  as  floods  force  antebellum 
coffins  to  rise. 

In  the  title  poem,  reproduced  on  this 
page,  the  lines  of  a  spiritual  splinter  and 
circle  through  a  loose  narrative,  evoking 
the  delirium  of  class  and  race  in  the 
author's  Georgia  hometown.  Through- 
out the  volume,  poems  quarrel  with 
primal  forces,  threading  the  needle  of 
historical  oblivion  with  a  dark,  intelli- 
gent, and  incantatory  voice.
